To maximize your speed and power on the 
court, learn to stay fueled like the pros: 


Eat at least two hours before a game or prac- 
tice. Intense activity causes your body to stop 
the digestion process, so any food you eat just 
before you play will just sit there, leaving you 
feeling uncomfortable or even sick. And stay 
away from junk foods—they’ll rob you of energy 
when you need it most. 


Pro players lose up to three pounds of water 
weight during a single game! To improve your 
agility and power, drink plenty of water all day 
long—it’ll keep you running until that final 
buzzer sounds. 


Don’t forget breakfast. Basketball nutrition 
experts advise players to eat a breakfast rich in 
carbohydrates, such as fruit and cereal (not the 
super-sugary kind!) or toast.

magine creating a magical new world on 
your computer, and then turning it into 
an animated movie that looks so real 
you feel like you could step right into it. 
That’s what the creators of Delgo have done. 


Delgo is a fantasy adventure about two 
races, the Nohrin and the Lockni, who live 
on the imaginary planet Jhamora. The 
Nohrin have fairy like wings and live high in 
the mountains; the Lockni have magical 
powers and live close to nature. They’re 
sworn enemies. In fact, if they don’t stop 
fighting, they'll probably destroy each 
other—and their planet—before long. Enter 


Delgo (a hot-headed Lockni teenager) and 
his friends. With the help of Kyla (a Nohrin 
princess), they set out to save their world. 
Can you guess who ends up falling in love? 


Like all computer-animated movies, Delgo 
has taken plenty of talent and an incredible 
amount of work to produce. Want a sneak 
peak? Check out delgo.com. We did, and 
we were so impressed we just had to learn 
more about it. We talked to some of Delgo’s 
creative team and got the scoop on how 
this kind of animated magic is made, and 
what it’s like to spend your workdays in a 
fantasy world.... 


How Do They Do That? 


The first thing we wanted to 
know was, “How do you 
make a computer- 
animated movie, 
anyway?” As you 
can imagine, it’s a 
very complicated 
process, but the 
Delgo team broke it 
down into simple 
steps for us: 


Step 1: You write a script. Who is the movie 
about? What happens to them? The script not 
only spells out everything that occurs in the 
story, it includes what everyone says, too. And 
the script has to be good, because even the 
best art won’t save a boring story! 


Step 2: You sketch the 
concepts and decide on 
the design. What will 
the characters look 
like? How about the 
settings? Characters, 
animals, landscapes, 


rooms, and plants are 
all sketched out in 

\ pen-and-ink drawings 

and shown to sample 
audiences.Since 

Delgo takes place on 


an imaginary world, everything needed to look 
different and otherworldly, so there was a lot of 
designing to do! 


Step 3: You create storyboards and put them 
on the computer. You know what the charac- 
ters look like, so now it’s time to put them into 
the story. This is done with storyboards—small 
hand-drawn sketches that show everything 
that happens in the movie. Storyboards are all 
about showing the action. Do you see the small 
arrows that show which way the character will 
move? 


Step 4: You check the timing and pacing. Are 
the scenes the right length for the amount of 
dialogue (talking) that needs to take place? Is 
the story moving too slowly in some places, or 
too fast? 


Step 5: You create the movie’s world in 3-D on 
the computer. Everything in the movie needs to 
look three-dimensional, not flat like the story- 
board drawings. 


Settings and simple objects like tables, chairs, 
plants, and so on are created directly on the 
computer using a special program. 


More complicated objects, 
like characters’ heads, are 
made out of clay first, and 
then scanned with lasers. 


The information from the 
scan is fed into the computer, 
which makes 3-D computer 
models called “wireframes.” 


Finally, each wireframe is 
given color and texture on 
the computer, so that instead 
of looking like a spiderweb, it 
looks like skin (or whatever it 
needs to look like). 
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Pen-and-ink drawings 
(top) are scanned into 


the computer and 
changed to finished 
sets (bottom) in stages.

Step 6: It’s time to choose the 
actors who provide the voices, and record all the speaking 
parts. These recording sessions may take place over sev- 
eral years, as the rest of the movie is put together. 


Step 7: 


Remember the flat, two-dimensional 
storyboards? It’s time to replace each box 
with a 3-D version, using the characters and 
objects created in step 5. 


Step 8: Now comes the fun part! 
The animators—the film’s artists—work on 
each scene from the storyboard, making the 
characters move and adding the facial 
expressions and body language—a raised 
eyebrow, a curled lip, shrugging shoulders— 
that make them seem so real. 


Step 9: To get the light 
in an animated movie to look just right, spe- 
cial artists who only work on lighting add it 
frame by frame. 


Step 10: Voices aren’t the 
only sounds in a movie! You also need to add sounds such 
as wind, running water, animal noises, and battle sounds, 
plus the background music. And that’s a wrap! 
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Being an animator seemed like such a 
cool job, we just had to find out more 
about it. Here’s what we learned: 


You work from the storyboards. For each scene, you’re given a 
description of the action that needs to take place and a recording 
of the actors reading the dialogue. Beyond that, it’s up to you. For 
example, you might be asked to draw a scene in which Princess 
Kyla gets mad. You can hear how Jennifer Love Hewitt reads the 
scene, but it’s up to you to decide how the princess looks when 
she’s mad. Does her face turn bright red? Does she clench her 
fists? Stomp her foot? It’s almost like you’re act- 
ing—except you’re doing it with your artwork 
instead of your body. 


If you want, you can see the way the actors look 
and move as they speak. You might use some- 
thing the actor does, like frowning or biting his 
lip. But the animators also act out scenes in 
front of the mirror so they can try out different 
expressions or body language. People walking 
around the studio catch them doing things like 
making faces in the mirror or trying out actions 
like falling off a chair or jumping in the air. It might not look like 
they’re working, but they are! 


Not necessarily. Drawing skills are useful, because they help you 
to quickly show your ideas on paper. But some people learn how 
to be great animators on the computer without being able to do it 
on paper. There are also a lot of ways to be creative on a com- 
puter-animated movie. You could have a wonderful sense of 
humor and do great sight gags, or have a good ear for sounds, or 
an eye for lighting. It takes all kinds of talent, working together, to 
make a movie like this.

Here’s a new word: . It’s light that 
comes from a chemical reaction, or “cold” light. Back in 
the 1960s, only the firefly and a few other clever crea- 
tures knew how to make it. Then chemist Edwin A. 
Chandross found he could make a weak light by mixing 
oxalyl chloride with hydrogen peroxide and a fluores- 
cent dye. Chandross didn’t see much use for his dis- 
covery, but other scientists took it a step further, finding 
ways to create a brighter light and more colors.
